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RICKER  CLASSICAL  INSTITUTE. 


This  institution  has  long  been  known  as  Houlton  Academy 
havini>:  been  established  by  a  corporation  in  1848.  In  1874  it 
passed  into  the  hands  of  ihe  Baptist  Denomination,  and  retained 
its  former  name  until  the  present  year,  when  its  name  was 
changed  to  Ricker  Classical  Institute  in  honor  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Rieker,  D.D.,  a  warm  friend  and  generous  benefactor  of  the 
lusiitutiou. 

It  is  located  at  Houlton,  Maine,  a  town  of  about  four  thous- 
and inhabitants,  situated  in  the  fertile  Aroostook  County  and 
accessible  by  the  New  Brunswick  railroad.  The  school  build- 
ings are  in  the  centre  of  the  town  upon  high  ground  command- 
ing a  wide  range  of  view  over  a  charming  country. 

With  a  permanent  endowment  of  $40,000,  a  corps  of  excel- 
lent teachers,  and  well  equipped  buildings,  this  school  offers 
lacilities  for  gaining  an  education  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the 
State.  The  instruction,  government,  and  moral  influence  of  the 
school  are  of  a  high  order  ;  and  these  qualities,  with  the  low  rate 
of  tuition  ought  to  recommend  this  school  to  any  who  are  con- 
templating an  Academic  course  of  study. 

THE   PURPOSE  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

Is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  college  and  to  give  others 
thorough  training  in  such  Knglish  and  Scientific  branches  as  are 
usually  taught  in  schools  of  this  grade.  Furthermore,  it  is  the 
aim  of  the  teachers  to  employ  such  methods  of  instruction  and 
to  make  such  suggestions  as  will  be  helpful  to  persons  desiring 
to  teach. 

qOUKSE  OF  STUDY. 

These  are  three  :  A  College  Prepai'atory  Course  of  three 
years  ;  an  Academic,  and  an  English  and  Scientific  Course  of 
four  years  each.     (See  courses  in  full  on  pages  13  to  18). 

A  Preparatory  Course  of  one  year  is  ari'anged  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  may  not  have  had  an  opportunity  to  complete  the 
branches  contained  therein. 
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It  is  advised  that  those  who  are  to  attend  the  school  for  more 
than  one  term  enter  one  of  the  courses,  as  tlxey  will  find  the  work 
systematically  and  logically  arranged,  and  they  will  have  the 
advantage  of  entering  larger  and  more  interesting  classes.  For 
those,  however,  who  can  attend  only  at  irregular  intervals, 
arangements  will  be  made,  so  far  as  expedient,  to  take  up  any 
desired  study. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  classes  in  Greek, 
Latin  and  French  are  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term. 
Those  entering  later  must  be  prepared  upon  the  work  gone  over 
by  the  class. 

It  is  expected  that  persons  appljing  for  admission  shall  have 
a  good  knowledge  of  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Geograph}^ 
Elements  of  English  Grammar,  and  Arithmetic  through  Com- 
mon Fractions.  Students  entering  advanced  classes  and  wish- 
ing to  receive  the  diploma  of  the  school,  must  pass  an  examin- 
ation upon  the  previous  work  of  the  course,  or  give  certificates 
of  satisfactory  work  done  in  other  schools  of  equal  grade. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Students  are  required  to  be  punctual  and  regulf»r  in  their  at- 
tendance upon  all  school  exercises,  and  satisfactory  excuses  are 
required  for  all  absences. 

PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

All  non-resident  students  are  required  to  attend  some  place 
of  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  each  student  or  his  parent 
or  guardian  being  permitted  to  select  any  one  of  the  places  of 
worship  in  the  village.  Excuses  must  be  rendered  for  all  fail- 
ures to  comply  with  this  rule.  There  will  be  brief  religious 
services  each  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  school. 

DISCIPLINE   AND  DEPORTMENT. 

A  gentle  yet  decided  and  firm  discipline  will  be  maintained, 
and  no  practices  or  habits  will  be  allowed  which  are  inconsistent 
with  the  highest  culture  and  moral  advancement.  Students  from 
other  towns  boarding  in  families  and  any  boarding  themselves 
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will  be  considered  under  the  authority  and  care  of  the  Principal 
at  all  hours.  Frequenting  places  of  questionable  character  is 
strictly  forbidden  to  all. 

EXPULSION. 

No  student  who  willfully  and  persistently  disregards  any  of 
the  regulations  of  the  school,  or  who  is  profane,  or  intemperate, 
or  whose  influences  are  otherwise  pernicious,  will  be  allowed  to 
remain  in  it. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

A  Lyceum,  ably  conducted  by  the  young  men  of  the  school, 
meets  one  evening  of  each  week  at  the  Institute.  The  purpose 
of  this  organization  is  to  give  young  men  drill  in  debate  and  ex- 
temporaneous speaking. 

The  young  ladies  also  have  a  well  organized  Reading  Circle 
which  meets  once  a  week  for  the  study  of  standard  authors  and 
their  works. 

LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  school  is  furnished  with  a  library  containing  about  five 
hundred  volumes,  to  which  additions  are  constantly  being  made_ 
This  is  a  fruitful  source  of  information,  to  those  students  wish- 
ing to  take  advantage  of  it. 

The  laboratory  is  now  well  equipped  with  chemicjils  and  ap 
paratus  for  the  illustration  of  scientific  studies.    80  far  as  pos- 
sible students  are  permitted  to  perfoi-m  the  experiments  for 
themselves. 

BUILDINGS. 

Wordino-  Hall,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Wording,  of  Grand 
Forks,  D.  T.,  is  now  being  completed  and  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy at  the  beginning  of  the  next  fall  term.  Thi«  building- 
made  of  brick  and  freestone,  is  of  modern  architecture,  and 
will  be  furnished  with  such  conveniences  as  will  make  the  school- 
room partake  of  the  character  of  a  home.  When  finished  it 
will  be  one  of  the  finest  school  buildings  in  the  State. 
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PUBLIC  EXHIBITIONS. 

There  will  be  a  Public  Exhibition  of  the  school  in  Reading, 
Declamation,  Composition,  and  Music,  on  Friday  evening  of 
the  last  week  of  the  Fall  and  Spring  terms.  The  Anniversary 
Exercises  will  occur  on  the  last  Thursday  of  the  Summer  term, 
when  original  addresses  will  be  required  from  all  students  re- 
ceiving a  Diploma. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  public  examinations  (written  and  oral)  in  the 
presence  of  the  Examining  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  and 
Spring  terms,  examinations  by  the  local  examining  committee 
at  the  close  of  the  Winter  and  Summer  terms,  and  special  exam- 
inations of  the  graduating  classes  at  the  close  of  the  Summer 
Term.  No  student  will  be  excused  from  these  examinations 
except  for  the  best  reasons  ;  and  all  thus  excused  will  be  required 
to  pass  examinations  before  continuing  in  the  course  of  study 
or  receiving  the  diploma  of  the  school.  All  students  will  be  re- 
quired to  make  up  and  pass  examinations  upon  lessons  not  recit- 
ed by  reason  of  absence.  The  standing  of  each  student  is  sent 
to  the  parent  or  guardian  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

GRADUATION. 

Young  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  completed  the  Aca- 
demic course  of  study  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
the  same  will  receive  the  Diploma  of  the  Institution  with  the  de- 
gree of  Baccalaureate  of  Letters  :  young  gentlemen  and  ladies 
who  have  completed  the  English  and  Scientific  course  of  study 
and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  same,  and  those  who 
have  completed  the  College  Preparatory  course  and  passed  a  sat- 
isf actor}'  examination  in  the  same,  will  receive  a  Diploma  certi- 
fying to  that  fact.  In  case  the  student's  deportment  has  not  been 
good,  or  an  average  rank  in  scholarship  of  at  least  sixty  per  cent, 
has  not  been  attained,  these  diplomas  will  not  be  conferred.

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This  institution  was  established  in  1848,  and  for  nearly  forty 
years  was  known  as  Honlton  Academy.  In  1887  its  name  was 
changed  to  Ricker  Classical  Institute,  in  honor  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Ricker,  D.D.,  a  warm  friend  and  generous  benefactor,  to  whose 
energy  and  means  the  institution  is  largely  indebted  for  its  growth 
and  prosperity.  .  A  fuller  history  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  It 
is  located  at  Houlton,  Maine,  a  wide-awake  New  England  town  of 
about  four  thousand  inhabitants,  situated  in  the  fertile  Aroostook 
County  and  accessible  by  the  New  Brunswick  Railroad.  The  school 
buildings  are  in  the  center  of  the  town,  upon  high  ground,  command- 
ing a  wide  view  over  a  charming  country.  With  a  permanent  en- 
dowment of  $40,000,  a  corps  of  excellent  teachers,  and  finely 
equipped  buildings,  this  school  offers  facilities  for  gaining  an  educa- 
tion unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  State.  The  instruction,  government, 
and  moral  influence  of  the  school  are  of  high  order.  These  qualities 
and  the  low  rate  of  tuition  recommend  this  school  to  any  who  are 
contemplating  an  Academic  Course  of  study. 

THE  PURPOSE  OF   THE  SCHOOL 

Is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  college,  and  to  give  others  a 
thorough  training  in  English  and  Scientific  branches.  While  this  is 
not  a  Normal  School,  it  is  sending  out  each  year  from  thirty  to  forty 
teachers,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  instructors  to  employ  and  empha- 
size such  methods  of  instruction  as  shall  be  helpful  to  these  young- 
teachers. 

THE   COURSES  OF  STUDY 

Are  a  College  Course  of  three  years,  an  English  and  Scientific 
Course  of  three  years,  and  an  Academic  Course  of  four  years. 
(See  courses  in  full  on  pages  15,  16,  and  17.) 

The  Preparatory  Course  of  one  year  is  for  the  benefit  of  those 
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who  have  not  made  sufficient  advancement  to  enter  one  of  the  higher 
courses. 

The  College  Course  includes  not  only  the  Greek,  Latin,  and 
Mathematics  required  for  admission  to  College,  but  also  such  Eng- 
lish branches  as  lie  at  the  foundation  of  correct  writing  and  speak- 
ing. 

The  Academic  Course  is  designed  more  especially  for  young 
ladies  who  wish  to  study  Latin,  but  do  not  have  a  College  education 
in  view.  It  is  a  year  longer  than  the  others,  and  embraces  a  wide 
range  of  studies.  French  or  German  may  be  substituted  for  the 
English  branch  designated  in  the  course  during  the  last  two  years. 

The  English  and  Scientific  Course,  as  its  name  implies,  embraces 
the  Sciences  and  P^nglish  branches,  although,  as  will  be  seen,  French 
or  German  may  be  substituted  for  one  study  during  two  years. 

ADMISSION. 

To  enter  the  preparatory  department,  one  must  have  a  fair 
knowledge  of  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Geography,  Elements 
of  English  Grammar,  and  Arithmetic  through  common  fractions. 

Students  who  are  to  attend  the  school  for  more  than  one  term, 
will  find  it  to  their  profit  to  enter  one  of  the  courses.  By  careful 
arrangement  the  studies  give  the  greatest  variety  of  mental  disci- 
pline each  term,  and  they  follow  each  other  in  the  most  natural  order 
during  the  year.  For  those,  however,  who  can  attend  only  at  irreg- 
ular intervals,  arrangements  will  be  made,  so  far  as  expedient,  to 
take  any  study  included  in  the  curriculum.  A  reference  to  the 
different  courses  will  show  that  a  good  variety  for  choice  is  offered 
each  term. 

In  order  to  enter  advanced  classes  and  receive  the  diploma  of  the 
school,  students  must  pass  an  examination  upon  the  previous  work  of 
the  course,  or  give  certificates  of  satisfactory  work  done  in  other 
schools  of  equal  grade. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  classes  in  ancient  and 
modern  languages  are  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term 
only.  Those  entering  these  classes  later,  must  be  prepared  upon 
the  work  gone  over  by  the  class. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Punctuality  is  one  of  the  prime  requisites  of  success  in  any 
undertaking,  and  it  is  assiduously  enforced  in  this  school.  Students 
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are  required  to  be  punctual  and  regular  in  their  attendance  upon  all 
school  exercises,  and  satisfactory  excuses  must  be  given  for  each 
absence  or  tardiness. 

PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

All  non-resident  students  are  required  to  attend  some  place  of 
public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  each  student,  or  his  parents,  or  guar- 
dian selecting  any  one  of  the  places  of  worship  in  the  village. 
Excuses  are  required  for  all  failure  to  comply  with  this  rule.  There 
are  brief  religious  exercises  each  morning  at  the  opening  of  the 
school. 

Once  a  week,  at  the  close  of  the  afternoon  session,  a  school 
prayer-meeting  is  held,  to  which  all  are  welcome. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  DEPORTMENT. 

It  is  assumed  that  students  know  what  proper  conduct  is,  and 
upon  this  assumption  the  government  of  the  school  is  based.  In 
any  case  requiring  discipline  appeal  is  first  made  to  the  manhood  or 
womanhood  of  the  offender,  and  it  can  be  said  with  satisfaction  that 
in  most  cases  severe  steps  are  unnecessary. 

Students  boarding  in  families  and  any  boarding  themselves  will 
be  considered  under  the  authority  and  care  of  the  Principal  at  all 
hours.  Frequenting  places  of  questionable  character  is  strictly  for- 
bidden. 

No  student  who  wilfully  and  persistently  disregards  any  of  the 
regulations  of  the  school,  who  is  profane  or  intemperate,  or  whose 
influence  is  otherwise  pernicious,  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
school. 

A   LITERARY  SOCIETY 

Known  as  the  Philomusians  has  been  organized  by  the  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen.  The  aim  of  this  society  is  to  promote  an  interest  in 
music,  literature,  debate,  and  social  culture.  It  meets  in  the  school 
building  once  in  two  weeks,  at  which  time  a  well  arranged  pro- 
gramme is  carried  out,  with  profit  to  all  the  members. 

A  READING  ROOM 

Is  well  supplied  with  newspapers  and  magazines  through  the  gener- 
osity of  kind  friends  and  by  a  small  contribution  from  the  students. 
Its  advantages  are  fully  appreciated. 
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LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  received  the  following  gifts : 
From  Joseph  Ricker,  D.D.,  one  hundred  and  fifty  volumes;  from 
Mrs.  Catherine  Wording,  thirty-six  volumes ;  from  Hon.  A.  W. 
Philbrick,  six  volumes  ;  from  Mrs.  B.  L.  Steward,  one  volume.  The 
library  contains  about  seven  hundred  volumes  and  works  of  refer- 
ence, which  are  a  source  of  information  to  the  increasing  number  of 
readers.  Donations  to  the  library,  either  of  books  or  of  money,  are 
earnestly  requested. 

The  laboratory  is  well  supplied  with  chemicals  and  apparatus  for 
the  illustration  of  Chemistry  and  Physics.  So  far  as  possible,  in 
this  department,  students  perform  the  experiments  for  themselves. 

BUILDINGS. 

Wording  Hall  is  made  of  brick  and  freestone,  is  modern  in  archi- 
tecture, and  is  furnished  with  the  most  modern  appliances.  It  is 
constructed  upon  hygienic  principles  and  with  reference  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  pupils.  It  contains  twenty  rooms 
for  various  purposes,  and  is  fully  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the 
school. 

At  no  distant  time  the  former  school  building  will  be  made  into 
a  suitable  dormitory  for  the  accommodation  of  forty  students.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  work  cannot  be  begun  as  early  as  announced 
in  our  fall  circular. 

PUBLIC  EXHIBITIONS. 

There  will  be  public  exercises  of  the  school  in  reading,  declama- 
tion, and  music,  on  the  last  Friday  evening  of  the  Fall  and  Spring 
Terras.  The  graduating  exercises  will  occur  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  the  Summer  Term,  when  original  addresses  will  be  required  from 
all  students  receiving  a  diploma. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  public  examinations  (written  and  oral),  in  the 
presence  of  the  Examining  Committee,  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  and 
Spring  Terms,  examinations  by  the  Local  Examining  Committee  at 
the  close  of  Winter  and  Summer  Terms,  and  a  special  examination  of 
the  graduating  class  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  Term.  No  student 
will  be  excused  from  these  examinations  except  for  the  best  reasons, 
and  all  thus  excused  will  be  required  to  pass  examinations  before 
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continuing  in  the  course  of  study,  or  receiving  the  diploma  of  the 
school.  All  students  will  be  required  to  make  up  and  pass  exami- 
nations upon  lessons  not  recited  b}^  reason  of  absence.  The 
standing  of  each  student  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  at  the 
close  of  the  term. 

GRADUATION. 

Young  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  completed  any  course  and 
have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same  will  receive 
the  diploma  of  the  Institute,  certifying  to  that  fact.  In  case  the 
student's  deportment  has  not  been  good,  or  an  average  rank  in 
scholarship  of  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  has  not  been  attained,  the 
diploma  will  not  be  conferred. 

ADMISSION  TO  COLBY  UNIVERSITY. 

Graduates  from  the  College  Course  will  be  admitted  to  Colby 
University  without  further  examination,  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Principal  that  they  have  completed  the  course  and  have  maintained 
an  average  sclTolarship  of  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  in  each  study, 
provided  that  the  said  certificate  shall  be  granted  with  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  College,  a  committee  of  whom  shall  attend 
the  examinations  of  the  Institute. 

TUITION  AND  BOARD. 

English  branches,  per  week,     ......  $0.50

Each  student  is  required  to  pay  ten  cents  per  term  to  defray 
incidental  expenses. 

The  tuition  is  payable  in  advance,  at  the  beginning  and  middle 
of  each  term,  . no  reduction  being  made  except  in  case  of  protracted 
sickness.    Students  are  not  received  for  less  than  half  a  term. 

The  price  of  board  in  private  families  varies  from  $2.00  to  $3.50 
per  week,  and  of  rooms  for  self-boarding  from  25  cents  to  75  cents 
per  week. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

Hon.  Chester  W.  Kingsley,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  has  paid  $500 
to  be  used  to  found  a  scholarship  in  Ricker  Classical  Institute.  The

donor  desires  that  the  income  be  employed,  so  far  as  may  be,  "  to 
assist  poor  young  men  who  are  seeking  an  education  for  the  purpose 
of  becoming  Baptist  ministers." 

PRIZES. 

Twenty-five  dollars  have  been  appropriated  to  be  given  as  prizes 
during  the  year  as  follows  : 

A  prize  of  Ten  Dollars  will  be  given  to  the  member  of  the  Senior 
class  in  the  College  Course  who  shall  attain  the  highest  scholarship 
during  the  year. 

A  prize  of  Five  Dollars  will  be  given  to  the  member  of  the 
Senior  or  Sub-Senior  class  in  the  Academic  Course,  gaining  the 
highest  scholarship.  Deportment  and  attendance  are  included  in 
scholarship,  and  rank  of  at  least  80  per  cent,  must  be  obtained. 

A  prize  of  Five  Dollars  will  be  awarded  for  excellence  in  Decla- 
mation . 

A  prize  of  Five  Dollars  will  be  awarded  for  excellence  in  Read- 
ing, at  the  close  of  the  Spring  Term.  The  competitors  will  be  chosen 
from  those  who  receive  the  highest  marks  in  Rhetorical  Exercises 
during  the  term.

This  has  been  a  memorable  year  in  the  history  of  the  institu- 
tion, and,  although  the  facts  may  be  known  to  the  large  majority  of 
those  into  whose  hands  this  pamphlet  may  fall,  yet  it  seems 
fitting  that  these  facts  should  be  recorded  in  some  permanent  form 
by  the  Institute  itself. 

We  are  glad  also  to  have  an  opportunity  to  speak  through  these 
columns  more  freely  concerning  the  interior  work  of  the  school  than 
would  be  admissible  in  the  catalogue  proper.  By  far  the  better  way 
to  know  what  the  Institute  is  doing  is  to  see  for  one's  self,  and 
we  hereby  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  parents  and  friends  to  visit 
the  school  at  any  time,  while  the  daily  work  is  in  progress. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  generosity  of  the  business  men  upon  our 
streets  and  to  all  other  advertisers,  without  whose  aid  the  purchase 
of  the  fine  cut  for  a  frontispiece  and  the  publication  of  this  additional 
matter  would  have  been  a  burden. 

The  value  of  an  institution  of  learning  in  a  community  is  not 
often  fully  estimated.  When  a  few  thousand  dollars  are  invested  in 
any  business  enterprise,  it  is  not  difiScult  to  cast  up  accounts  at  the 
end  of  a  given  period  and  to  ascertain  how  much  richer  a  community 
is  ;  but  no  such  method  can  be  employed  to  arrive  at  the  exact  benefit 
resulting  from  the  expenditure  of  money  for  the  cause  of  education. 
Profitable  results,  however,  are  none  the  less  sure,  even  if  at  the 
time  they  cannot  be  summed  up.  The  present  generation  in  our 
land  is  wonderfully  favored,  in  that  a  higher  education  through 
endowed  institutions  is  made  possible  to  many,  to  whom  this  privi- 
lege might  otherwise  be  denied.  And  yet  endowed  schools  are  not 
so  plenty  that  any  community  is  not  to  be  congratulated  at  having 
an  institution  like  Ricker  Classical  Institute  placed  in  its  midst. 
This  institution  stands  in  this  town  silently  beckoning  to  the  young 
men  and  women  of  this  region  to  come  up  higher  upon  a  broader 
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plain  of  usefulness.  It  stands  for  an  education  which  shall  fit  the 
youth  to  become  intelligent,  law-abiding  citizens,  and  is  opposed  to 
ignorance,  the  nurse  of  all  crime  ;  and,  while  it  is  true  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  founded,  it  will  be  a  powerful  factor  in  mold- 
ing the  character  of  those  who  come  within  its  walls. 

There  is  also  a  financial  benefit  which  few  ever  take  into  consid- 
eration, but  in  which  the  students  and  the  residents  of  the  town 
share.  The  tuition  which  the  student  pays  is  but  a  fractional  part 
of  the  actual  cost  of  giving  him  the  education  which  he  receives. 
Would  a  student  regard  it  a  small  favor  if  a  person  from  whom  he 
had  no  right  to  expect  such  an  act,  should  pay  two-thirds  of  his 
tuition  at  school?  This  is  what  these  institutions  do,  and  the  act  is 
no  less  deserving  of  appreciation. 

The  financial  benefit  to  the  citizens  is  still  more  apparent.  The 
money  which  it  costs  to  run  the  institution  is  practically  all  spent  in 
the  town,  while  the  direct  income  from  the  living  expenses  of  the 
students  and  the  indirect  revenue  which  they  would  naturally  lead 
into  the  place  is  equally  large.  In  other  words,  the  Institute  delivers 
from  its  own  pocket  to  the  town  annually  about  three  thousand 
dollars,  and  is  the  direct  or  indirect  cause  of  an  equal  amount 
coming  into  the  town,  through  its  students.  Financially  it  is  all 
gain  to  the  place  and  no  loss.  For  its  social  and  moral  influence 
such  an  institution  should  be  highly  prized  and  cherished.

This  institution  may  be  said  to  have  been  born  in  the  office  of 
Joseph  Carr,  located  upon  the  present  site  of  the  National  Bank,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Square ;  for  at  this  place,  Joseph  Carr, 
Leonard  Pierce,  Zebulon  Ingersoll,  John  Hodgdon,  Jeremiah  Tru- 
worthy,  Shepard  Gary,  Zenas  P.  Wentworth,  and  Benjamin  L. 
Staples,  persons  named  in  an  act  of  incorporation,  met  at  seven 
o'clock  P.M.,  on  the  third  day  of  July,  1847,  and  organized  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  choosing  John  Hodgdon,  President,  and  Benjamin 
Staples,  Secretary. 

July  30,  1847,  the  Legislature  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of 
Houlton  Academy  one-half  of  Township  14  in  Range  3,  on  condi- 
tion that  a  suitable  building  be  erected  and  a  school  be  established 
before  October,  1849.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board, 
August  16th,  Shepard  Gary,  Jeremiah  Truworthy,  and  John  Hodgdon 
were  chosen  a  committee  to  select  a  suitable  site  for  an  Academy 
building,  and  to  procure  a  draft  of  a  plan.  The  land  for  the  build- 
ing, that  upon  which  the  present  building  stands,  was  purchased  of 
Collins  Whitaker,  now  of  Dubuque,  Iowa,  and  the  building  was  erected 
in  1848.  The  school  opened  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  with  Mr. 
Milton  Welch  as  Principal,  who  remained  at  the  head  of  the  school 
until  1851,  when  he  resigned  his  position.  The  school  year  consisted 
of  four  terms  of  eleven,  nine,  eleven,  and  twelve  weeks,  respectively. 
The  second  story  of  this  building  was  used  as  a  court-room  until  the 
present  court-house  was  built.  In  the  first  story  the  school  was  held 
for  about  twenty  years,  and  here  many  of  the  men  who  at  this  time 
are  prominent  business  men  upon  our  streets,  received  an  academic 
education.  The  trees  which  they  planted  upon  the  campus  now 
furnish  shade  for  their  sons. 

In  August,  1868,  steps  were  taken  towards  erecting  a  new 
Academy  building,  and  Principal  C.  H.  Fernald  was  requested 
to  procure  and  submit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  plans  for  the  same. 
In  October  of  this  same  year,  Messrs.  Benjamin  L.  Staples,  Theodore 
Gary,  and  Francis  Barnes  were  chosen  as  a  committee  to  secure  plans 
and  to  gain  all  the  information  necessary  to  enable  the  Board  to

enter  iuto  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building.  As  a  result, 
Mr.  George  M.  Harding,  of  Portland,  was  emplo3^ed  to  draw  a  plan, 
which  was  finally  accepted.  The  building  was  erected  by  Mr.  John 
Wadsworth,  and  was  completed  in  1870  at  a  cost  of  about  $6,500. 
The  former  house  was  sold,  moved  to  the  lot  south,  and  made  iuto  a 
tenement  house.  It  has  since  been  moved  to  the  north  side  of  Military 
Street,  opposite  the  campus,  where  it  serves  the  same  purpose. 

A  course  of  study  of  three  years'  length  was  established  in  1870. 
In  1874,  the  Trustees  of  Houlton  Academy  expressed  their  willing- 
ness to  give  their  property  in  trust  to  Colby  University,  on  condition 
that  an  endowment  of  $25,000  be  raised,  the  school  thereafter  to  be 
the  Eastern  Fitting  School  for  that  college,  and,  in  1877,  the 
transfer  was  made.  The  second  twenty  years  of  the  institution's 
history  was  nearing  its  close  when  an  unexpected  piece  of  good 
fortune  was  announced.  Those  who  had  the  interests  of  the  institu- 
tion nearest  their  hearts  had  hoped  that  before  many  years,  the 
second  Academ}'  building  would  be  supplanted  by  a  more  commodious 
and  imposing  structure  ;  but  the  fifth  day  of  July,  1886,  brought  the 
joyful  news  that  $30,000  had  been  donated  by  Mrs.  Catherine  L. 
Wording  of  Grand  Forks,  Dakota  Territory,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  building  to  the  memory  of  her  late  husband,  William  E. 
Wording.  It  is  useless  to  enter  iuto  details  concerning  the  erection 
of  Wording  Hall.  In  two  years  after  the  gift  was  made,  the  build- 
ing was  ready  for  occupancy.  John  Calvin  Stevens,  of  Portland, 
was  the  architect,  and  John  E.  Burrows,  of  Portland,  the  contractor. 
And  thus  we  have  touched  upon  the  history  of  this  institution 
through  two  epochs  or  periods  of  twenty  years,  and  now  let  us  look 
briefly  over  the  ground  and  see  what  has  been  accomplished. 

Many  of  the  older  residents  have  lived  to  see  the  third  building 
erected  upon  the  same  site,  each  building  being  larger  and  more 
beautiful  than  the  preceding  ;  the  grounds  enlarged  to  about  four 
acres,  in  part  by  the  gift  of  Rev.  Joseph  Ricker,  D.D.,  and  partly 
by  purchase  ;  the  campus  transformed  from  a  pasture  bordered  by 
swamps,  into  a  beautiful  lawn ;  the  endowment  fund  raised  to 
$40,000,  and  the  name  changed  from  Houlton  Academy  to  Ricker 
Classical  Institute,  in  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  personal 
gifts  and  labor  of  Rev.  Joseph  Ricker,  D.D.,  of  Augusta,  Me.  Let 
us  hope  that  at  the  close  of  the  next  twenty  years,  onward  strides 
of  greater  proportion  may  be  recorded. 

Of  the  original  corporate  members  two  are  living  at  the  present 
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time,  Joseph  Carr  of  Bangor,  and  Benjamin  L.  Staples,  the  re- 
spected President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Several  prominent 
men  have  served  upon  this  board,  to  whose  labors  in  carrying  the 
school  forward  when  times  were  hard  and  the  wheels  moved  with 
difficulty,  the  institution  is  indebted  for  its  existence.

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A  RETROSPECT  OF  THE  YEAR. 


The  year  which  is  closing  has  been,  in  some  respects,  the  most 
eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  school.  We  began  the  year  with 
the  same  teachers  and  with  many  of  the  former  students.  Those 
who  were  teaching  summer  schools  came  in  for  the  last  half  of  the 
term,  making  the  largest  number  for  the  session  seventy-six,  a  slight 
increase  ovQr  the  year  before. 

The  school  moved  on  much  as  usual,  the  only  unusual  experi- 
ences being  those  attendant  upon  the  work  of  building  a  new  cellar 
wall  under  us,  which  the  removal  of  our  school  building  made  neces- 
sary. Sudden  creakings  followed  by  undulations  of  the  floor,  and  a 
general  shaking  up  were  not  uncommon  occurrences  ;  and  we  felt 
sometimes  that  there  might  be  an  intermittent  volcano  in  the  cellar, 
which  was  liable  to  an  outbreak  at  any  moment.  But  this  was  at  length 
finished  and  we  once  more  settled  down  upon  a  solid  foundation. 

During  the  Winter  Term  the  number  of  students  was  about  the 
same,  notwithstanding  many  of  the  young  men  were  teaching  winter 
schools.    The  school  did  good  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  term  the  school  gave  an  entertainment  con- 
sisting of  the  "  Dairy  Maids'  Convention,"  and  a  calisthenic  exer- 
cise by  the  young  men.  It  was  well  patronized,  pleased  everybody, 
and  netted  us  one  hundred  dollars  toward  the  piano  fund. 

The  Spring  Term  opened  with  nearly  a  hundred  students,  which 
number  afterwards  increased  to  one  hundred  and  ten.  During  this 
term  the  Senior  class  was  organized  and  began  to  look  about  for 
graduating  themes.  The  class  numbered  nine, — four  in  the  College 
Course,  four  in  the  English,  and  one  in  the  Academic.  The  school 
was  somewhat  broken  up  by  sickness,  but  on  the  whole  the  work 
was  very  satisfactory,  and  the  numbers  were  well  sustained  to  the 
close.  At  the  close  of  this  term  Miss  Tenney,  who  had  been  with 
us  as  teacher  of  French  for  five  years,  severed  her  connection  with 
the  school.  She  had  been  a  great  favorite  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose 
her.    Miss  Belle  Lovejoy  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Summer  Term,  a  fine  new  piano  was  bought 
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by  the  school.  How  sweet  it  did  sound  !  What  an  inspiration  it 
gave  to  the  devotional  exercises  as  Coronation  rang  out  from  happy 
hearts.  The  old  hymn  meant  more  to  us  that  morning  than  ever 
before.  The  summer  was  long  in  coming,  and  all  interest  now 
centered  upon  the  new  building.  Would  it  be  finished  in  time  for 
graduation?  and  would  the  class  of  '88  have  the  honor  of  being  the 
first  to  graduate  from  Wording  Hall?  These  were  anxious  days  for 
everybody. 

Although  the  Summer  Term  is  the  shortest  and  smallest  terra  in 
the  year,  it  is  one  of  the  busiest.  The  seven  weeks  pass  like  a 
dream  and  the  last  day  comes.  It  is  a  sad  and  glad  day.  The  class 
which  is  to  go  out  begins  to  realize  that  their  work  as  scholars  is 
almost  finished — a  few  hours  more  and  the  old  ties  will  be  broken. 
They  stand  almost  reluctantly  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  life.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  is  a  satisfaction  in  coming  to  the  end  of  school- 
days, with  a  consciousness  of  faithful  work  behind,  and  a  hopeful 
expectation  of  usefulness  in  new  fields  of  work  in  the  world. 

The  last  lesson  has  been  recited  ;  the  books  are  closed.  We  go 
through  the  study-room,  and  the  recitation  rooms,  and  as  we  recall 
all  the  old  associations  that  cluster  around  this  place,  and  know  that 
this  is  no  longer  to  be  our  home,  a  sadness  creeps  into  our  hearts  and 
up  to  our  eyes.  Everything  about  the  old  rooms  has  a  charm  for  us, 
and  although  we  see  the  beautiful  new  building  awaiting  us  just  over 
the  way,  we  still  love  the  old  one.  We  are  glad,  old  friend,  that  you 
are  not  human,  or  you,  too,  would  feel  bereft.  We  are  glad  that  you 
are  still  to  exist,  in  a  new  capacity,  to  be  sure,  but  not  a  less  honor- 
able one.  When  you  are  remodeled  as  a  home  for  teachers  and  schol- 
ars, happy  hearts  will  once  more  gather  beneath  your  roof,  and  glad 
voices  again  ring  through  your  halls.  You  will  no  longer  be  the 
school-house  but  the  home,  which  is  so  much  needed  in  connection 
with  the  school.  May  your  later  years  be  still  useful  ones.  And  so, 
even  as  we  say  good-bye  to  a  beloved  friend,  with  a  cheerful  face 
but  sad  heart,  we,  as  a  school,  say  farewell  to  you. 

After  days  of  dull  weather,  the  morning  of  June  28th  dawned 
clear  and  beautiful  as  if  in  sympathy  with  the  happy  occasion  which 
the  day  was  to  commemorate.  Wording  Hall,  decked  with  flags  and 
flowers,  wsLS  filled  to  overflowing  with  friends  of  the  school  from 
home  and  abroad.  Hon.  Moses  Giddings,  of  Bangor,  presided  at  the 
dedicatory  exercises,  which  opened  with  music  by  a  quartette, 
followed  by  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harp,  pastor  of  the  Congregational 
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church.  John  B.  Madigau,  Esq.,  of  Houltoii,  then  gave  the  address 
in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Houlton,  expressing  appreciation  of 
Mrs.  Wording's  gift  to  the  town  and  to  the  cause  of  education  in 
the  county.  Hon.  E.  F.  Webb,  of  Waterville,  gave  the  report  of  the 
building  committee.  Mr.  Giddings,  with  a  few  well  chosen  words  of 
charge,  presented  the  keys  to  the  Principal,  A.  M.  Thomas,  who 
spoke  briefly  of  his  aims  and  ambitions  for  the  school,  and  expressed 
gratitude  in  behalf  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  advantages 
which  such  a  fine  building  must  give.  President  Pepper,  of  Colby 
University,  gave  a  very  able  dedicatory  address,  closing  as  follows  : 

''The  function  of  the  Academy  is  sacred,  holy,  divine.  And 
that  which  we  say  of  the  Academy  holds  in  its  full  emphasis  of  this 
Academy.  We  prize  it.  We  love  it,  and  well  we  may.  Its  history 
is  also  its  prophecy.  In  its  past  lies  the  promise  of  its  future.  It 
was  founded  and  has  been  sustained  by  men  and  women  animated 
by  religion  and  philanthropy.  The}^  have  given  to  it  time  and  cai^e, 
and  prayer,  and  labor,  and  money,  and  their  very  life-blood.  They 
have  seen  its  birth,  and  growth,  and  work,  aud  fruits.  They,  some 
of  them,  are  still  alive,  and  here  to  see  its  present  pride  and  promise, 
grace  and  greatness.  This  Academy  is  essential  to  our  educational 
work  in  Maine,  to  the  manhood  of  your  sons  and  daughters,  citizens 
of  Houlton  and  of  Aroostook,  as  also  of  the  regions  beyond. 

"This  building  in  which  we  are  gathered,  so  wisely  planned,  so 
thoroughly  built,  so  ample,  and  beautiful,  so  adapted  and  adequate 
to  its  end,  itself  a  refining,  uplifting,  educating  power  to  those  alike 
who  gather  within  it  for  instruction,  and  to  those  who,  passing  along 
the  streets  of  this  thriving,  driving  town,  look  upon  its  graceful 
form, — this  building  is  essential  to  Ricker  Classical  Institute.  Wc 
come  from  near  and  far  with  glad  and  grateful  hearts  to  join  in  this 
service  of  dedication.  We  dedicate  it  to  its  high  and  noble  purpose, 
to  Christian  education,  to  the  creation  of  manhood  and  womanhood, 
to  humanity,  to  Christ,  to  God.  This  was,  and  is,  and  shall  be  the 
institution,  its  building,  its  teachers,  its  students,  its  work,  its  all. 
This  building  as  an  essential  part  of  all  we  offer  to  him  with  praise 
and  prayer.  Do  we  do  it?  One  is  here  in  whose  name  we  speak. 
Hers  the  gift.  Fitly  it  bears  her  name  and  the  name  of  him  whose 
memorial  it  constitutes  ;  one  name,  as  they  were  one  in  love  and 
life,  in  aim,  and  work.  In  loyal  love  to  him,  passed  on  before  her 
into  the  skies  ;  in  loyal  love  to  his  and  her  Lord  and  Master,  she  has 
given  of  her  treasures,  transmuting  them  first  into  this  structure, 
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and  through  this  into  cultured,  immortal  spirit.  She  has  earned  and 
won  the  gratitude  of  a  multitude  now  living,  and  in  the  time  to  come 
her  benefactions  will  bless  multitudes  as  yet  unborn.  God  knows 
her  whole  heart.  Her  offering  of  faith  and  love  He  will  accept  and 
make  her  know  how  true  it  is  that  to  give  is  more  blessed  than  to 
receive.  May  He  crown  both  her  and  her  gift  with  His  gracious 
blessing,  and  move  the  hearts  of  others  to  a  like  service  and  sac- 
rifice !    God  bless  Ricker  Classical  Institute." 

Eev.  J.  B.  Thomas,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Church  History  in  New- 
ton Theological  Institution,  gave  the  dedicatory  prayer,  and  Rev. 
Joseph  Ricker,  D.D.,  pronounced  the  benediction. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Trustees  held  their  annual  meeting,  and 
Wording  Hall  was  thrown  open  for  inspection.

A  happy  day  to  all,  and  doubly  happy 
to  those  whose  great  hearts  have  prompted  them  to  do  so  much  for 
Ricker  Classical  Institute.  On  Friday,  through  the  courtesy  of 
Manager  Cram  of  the  New  Brunswick  Railroad,  the  visitors  and 
friends  of  the  school  were  tendered  an  enjoyable  excursion  to 
Grand  Falls,  and  on  Saturday  the  summer  vacation  began. 
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WORDING  Hall. 


This  building  is  situated  on  the  corner  of  Military  and  High 
Streets,  upon  high  ground,  near  the  center  of  the  village.  It  is 
constructed  of  brick,  with  freestone  trimmings.  The  exterior  is 
simple  but  well  proportioned  and  exceedingly  tasteful.  There  are 
two  main  entrances,  one  from  Military  Street  toward  the  north  and 
one  from  High  Street  toward  the  east,  and  a  rear  entrance  for  the 
lady  teachers.  The  young  m.en's  entrance  on  the  north  is  through  a 
low,  broad  arch,  over  which. is  a  tablet  bearing  this  inscription  : 

Erected  A.D.  1887 

BY 

CATHERINE  L.  WORDING, 

IN  MEMORY  OK  HER  LATE  HUSBAND, 

WILLIAM  E.  WORDING, 
\yHO  Died  January  23,  1886. 

On  the  right  of  this  arch  a  tower  octagonal  in  form  grows  out  of 
the  building,  and  is  crowned  with  an  observatory  having  folding 
windows  on  the  eight  sides.  From  this  point  the  observer  obtains 
one  of  the  finest  views  of  Houlton  and  vicinity.  The  young  ladies' 
entrance  on  the  east  is  covered  by  a  brick  porch  with  lattice  windows 
on  its  sides.  High  above  this  entrance  is  a  tablet  inscribed : 
"  Ricker  Classical  Institute." 

Let  us  now  enter  the  building.  We  will  first  descend  to  the 
basement.  Here  we  find  the  large  room  in  which  is  set  the  boiler 
used  to  supply  steam  heat  for  the  entire  building.  You  will  observe 
that  both  the  direct  system  of  heating  through  radiators  is  employed, 
and  also  the  indirect,  which  supplies,  through  registers,  heated  fresh 
air  to  every  room.  The  rest  of  the  basement  is  occupied  by  the  coal 
room  and  the  toilet  rooms.  On  the  first  floor,  at  the  right  of  the 
boys'  entrance,  you  pass  through  their  coat  room  into  the  main  study 
room.  One  cannot  help  being  struck  with  the  cheerfulness  of  this 
room.  Seven  large  windows  on  the  north  and  two  on  the  west, 
curtained  at  the  bottom,  admit  ample  light  upon  the  left  and  back  of 
the  students.    A  large  antique  fire-place  and  a  book-case  in  the 
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rear,  a  piano  in  front,  and  pictures  on  the  walls,  add  a  home-like 
appearance.  The  room  is  seated  with  the  "Globe"  single  desks 
made  of  birch  and  maple,  which  harmonize  with  the  interior  finish. 
This  room  is  separated  from  another  large  study  room  on  the  south 
b}^  sliding  windows  so  arranged  that  the  two  rooms  can  be  made 
into  one  whenever  desired.  This  room  is  also  well  lighted,  and  the 
seats  arranged  to  bring  the  light  upon  the  left  of  the  student.  From 
this  room  doors  lead  into  the  class-room  for  Modern  Languages,  the 
ladies'  dressing  room,  and  the  entrance  hall.  The  rest  of  the  first 
floor  is  occupied  by  a  large  recitation  room  for  classes  in  Mathe- 
matics, a  reading-room,  a  library',  and  tiie  Principal's  private  office,  all 
of  which  are  well  furnished  and  adapted  to  their  special  purposes. 
The  corridors  are  finished  in  ash.  A  wide  stairway  with  a  broad 
landing  midway  leads  to  the  second  floor.  This  floor  is  occupied 
mainly  by  Memorial  Hall,  used  as  an  assembly  hall,  and  having  a 
seating  capacity  of  500.  It  is  finished  up  into  the  roof,  showing  the 
liard  pine  truss  work,  and  has  a  raised  platform  in  front,  and  in  the 
rear  a  gallery  entered  from  the  third  floor.  The  beautiful  oil  paint- 
ings of  Judge  Wording,  Mrs.  Wording,  and  their  son,  who  died  at 
the  age  of  seven,  hang  above  the  platform.  The  portrait  of  Mrs. 
Wording  was  presented  by  Stillman  W.  McLaughlin,  Esq.,  of  Grand 
Forks,  D.  T.,  and  the  other  two  by  Mrs.  Wording  herself. 

The  class-room  for  Chemistry  and  Physics,  on  the  second  floor, 
is  very  covenient  and  admirably  suited  for  these  recitations.  The 
seats  are  arranged  upon  rising  platforms  overlooking  the  instructor's 
table,  where  experiments  are  performed.  On  the  right  of  the 
teachers'  table  is  a  chemical  laboratory,  supplied  with  water,  and 
upon  the  left  a  room  for  physical  apparatus.  There  are  yet  two 
other  rooms  upon  this  floor,  one  a  double  room,  with  folding  doors 
between  the  two  parts,  and  the  other  a  music  room. 

The  roof  is  high  enough  so  that  three  large  rooms  are  finished  on 
the  third  floor,  one  of  which  contains  the  cases  for  specimens  illus- 
trating Natural  History  and  Geology,  and  is  used  for  classes  in  these 
subjects  ;  another  is  designed  as  an  art  room,  and  the  third  is  a 
spare  class-room.    Entrance  to  the  tower  is  gained  from  this  floor. 

This  description  can  furnish  the  reader  only  a  general  idea  of 
the  outside  appearance  and  inside  arrangement  of  Wording  Hall. 
Experience  of  one  term  has  shown  that  in  every  respect  the  practi- 
cal working  of  the  building  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  as  far  as 
health,  comfort,  and  convenience  are  concerned. 
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THE  OPENING  OF  THE  YEAR, 

By  a  Student. 

The  morniug  of  August  27,  1888,  was  a  happy  time  for  the 
students  of  Ricker  Classical  Institute.  It  was  the  first  day  of  the 
term  and  they  were  beginning  their  studies,  with  bright  anticipations, 
in  the  beautiful  new  building.  Wording  Hall.  Quite  a  number  of 
citizens,  including  several  clergymen,  were  present  at  the  opening. 
Rev.  Mr.  McKay,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  read  from  the 
Scriptures  and  Rev.  L.  Mayo  offered- prayer.  Some  of  the  visitors 
spoke  words  of  encouragement  and  inspiration,  and  congratulated 
the  students  on  having  such  a  conveniently  arranged  and  finely 
finished  building.  Both  teachers  and  scholars  felt  the  inspiration  of 
the  hour,  and  entered  upon  the  work  of  the  term  with  a  degree  of 
earnestness  that  foretold  success. 

The  term  opened  with  seventy  students.  Since  opening,  others 
have  come  in,  so  that  at  present  there  are  about  ninety  in  attend- 
ance. As  many  were  strangers,  the  Principal,  with  his  usual 
thoughtfulness,  held  an  acquaintance  sociable  during  the  first 
week.  The  sociable  was  held  in  the  large  hall  of  the  school  building, 
which  proved  to  be  admirably  adapted  to  such  a  gathering.  A  very 
pleasant  evening  was  spent  and  a  large  amount  of  the  reserve, 
natural  to  such  a  gathering,  disappeared  before  the  party  broke  up. 
Everything  that  could  be  done  to  make  the  strangers  feel  at  home, 
was  done  by  the  teachers,  and  all  went  away  feeling  well  repaid  for 
attending. 

Early  in  the  term  the  Principal  suggested  that  some  steps  be  taken 
to  provide  reading  matter  for  the  reading-room,  and  to  take  care  of 
the  same.  Acting  on  his  suggestion,  a  Reading-Room  Asso- 
ciation was  formed,  which  has  done  valuable  service.  The 
Association  now  numbers  about  twenty-five  members.  Through 
their  efforts  and  the  kindness  of  friends,  quite  a  number  of  papers 
and  magazines  have  been  placed  on  file,  including  the  Portland 
Transcript^  Boston  Journal^  Lewiston  Journal^  The  Voice^  Aroostook 
Times,  Aroostook  Pioneer,  Maine  Farmer,  Harper's  Monthly,  and 
Colby  Echo.    The  reading-room  is  a  very  pleasant  place,  and  many 
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of  the  students  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  there  offered 
for  keeping  themselves  posted  in  regard  to  the  outside  world. 

For  some  time  two  societies  have  been  carried  on  by  the  students, 
one  called  the  Lyceum,  conducted  by  the  young  men,  the  object 
being  to  cultivate  and  acquire  readiness  in  debating  ;  the  other,  the 
Reading  Club,  composed  of  young  ladies,  who  met  to  study  the 
standard  authors.  Although  these  societies  were  helpful,  it  was 
thought  that  they  had  not  done  as  much  good  as  could  be  done 
by  a  different  arrangement.  So,  after  some  discussion,  it  was  decided 
to  unite  the  two  under  a  new  name  and  constitution,  and  form  a 
society  whose  object  should  be  the  cultivation  of  the  musical, 
forensic,  and  literary  talent  of  the  members.  In  accordance  with 
this  resolution,  a  constitution  was  drawn  up  and  adopted,  and  the 
name  "  Philomusians "  chosen.  The  meetings  have  been  well 
attended  and  have  been  both  interesting  and  profitable. 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  exercises  of  the  school  is  the  calis- 
thenic  drill.  The  students  march  to  the  hall  about  the  middle  of  the 
afternoon,  the  time  above  all  others  at  which  they  are  apt  to  be 
drowsy  and  dull,  and  take  their  places  in  order.  All  are  provided 
with  dumb-bells,  with  which  they  go  through  several  exercises  to  the 
time  of  music.  After  a  drill  of  about  twenty  minutes,  they  return 
to  their  studies  feeling  much  refreshed  and  better  prepared  for 
recitations.  Calisthenics  was  introduced  a  year  ago  as  a  regular 
exercise  with  beneficial  results.  Students  need  something  of  this 
kind  ;  sitting  over  their  desks  all  day  is  not  conducive  to  square 
shoulders  and  erect  carriage.  We  enjoy  the  exercise  and  would  be 
sorry  to  have  it  discontinued. 

Wording  Hall  has  proved  to  be  all  that  could  be  desired.  We  feel 
safe  in  saying  that  there  is  not  a  more  conveniently  arranged  school- 
building  in  the  State.  The  recitation  rooms  are  large  and  com- 
fortable, and  furnished  with  the  latest  and  best  styles  of  furniture. 
The  ventilation  also  is  excellent.  No  danger  of  breathing  the  air 
over  and  over  again,  or  becoming  drovrsy  from  the  presence  of 
carbonic  acid  gas.  The  rooms  are  pleasant  and  cheerful,  more  like 
a  home  than  an  ordinary  school-house.  In  our  estimation  this  is  an 
important  consideration.  People  take  special  pains  to  make  their 
homes  attractive,  and  why  should  not  the  same  pains  be  taken  in 
regard  to  the  place  where  their  children  spend  so  many  hours  ?  A 
cheerful,  homelike  school-room  is  a  potent  factor  for  good.  Young 
people  are  influenced  to  a  great  extent  by  their  surroundings,  and 
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are  educated  by  what  they  see  as  well  as  by  what  they  hear.  If  the 
school-room  is  made  cheerful  and  attractive,  a  great  deal  has  been 
done  toward  refining  the  scholar  and  developing  a  fondness  for 
study. 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  three  months,  the  general  verdict 
is  that  it  has  been  a  good  term.  Of  course  there  have  been  some 
drawbacks,  the  chief  being  the  extremely  disagreeable  weather. 
But  notwithstanding  all  hindrances,  the  attendance  has  been  good. 
A  great  deal  of  hard  work  has  been  done.  To  many  it  has  been  the 
beoinnino-  of  a  classical  education.  The  foundation  has  been  laid 
on  which  to  build  higher.  Others  have  been  building  on  a  founda- 
tion laid  previously.  Some  have  been  wrestling  with  Greek  verbs, 
while  others  have  been  listening  to  the  finely  rounded  periods  of 
Cicero,  or  following  the  march  of  Cyrus  and  the  famous  Ten 
Thousand.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  work  has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  we  look  forward  to  doing  still  better  work  next  term. 

Before  closing  we  beg  to  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  our  in- 
structors. A  short  time  ago  we  heard  a  gentleman  say  that  he  found 
a  large  amount  of  grace  in  this  school.  He  went  on  to  explain  that 
grace  meant  unmerited  favor,  of  which  the  students  of  this  school 
were  certainly  the  recipients.  We  heartily  agree  with  the  gentle- 
man's statement,  and  would  say  that  a  great  deal  of  the  grace  re- 
ferred to,  comes  from  having  such  an  excellent  force  of  teachers. 
We  say  this  unasked.  It  comes  from  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude. 
"  Out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh."  Coming 
here  two  years  ago,  an  entire  stranger,  we  were  treated  with  such 
kindness  by  our  teachers  that  we  were  made  to  feel  at  home  at  once. 
Our  stay  here  has  been  made  pleasant,  and  we  shall  go  out  from 
this  institution  feeling  that  we  have  parted  with  those  whose  only 
aim  is  to  do  good.  N.  K.  Simpson. 
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WILLIAM  E.  Wording. 


Hon.  William  E.  Wording,  who  died  in  Fargo,  Dakota,  January 
23,  1886,  was  a  native  of  Castine,  Me.,  where  he  was  born  in  1812. 
Desirous  of  obtaining  a  collegiate  education,  with  no  relative  or  rich 
patron  to  aid  him,  he  made  his  way  to  Waterville  College,  overcame 
bravely  the  obstacles  which  he  encountered  through  lack  of  pecuniary 
means,  and  was  graduated  with  honor  in  1836.  For  a  while  after 
his  graduation  he  was  engaged  in  teaching.  Then  he  entered  upon 
the  practice  of  law.  For  successive  terms  he  was  judge  of  probate 
for  the  County  of  Racine,  Wis.  Afterward  he  was  made  United 
States  tax  commissioner  in  South  Carolina.  The  closing  years  of 
his  life  were  spent  in  Wisconsin.  His  life  was  one  of  unspotted 
integrity,  and  when  he  died  no  stain  rested  upon  the  name  which  he 
had  so  long  worthily  borne. 

Judge  Wording  never  forgot  the  struggles  through  which  he 
passed  in  obtaining  an  education,  especially  in  the  preparatory  part 
of  his  course.  It  was  on  this  account,  doubtless,  that  Mrs.  Wording 
has  erected  this  beautiful  memorial  of  her  deceased  husband.

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THE  TOWN  OF  HOULTON. 


Tliat  the  town  itself  in  which  one  passes  his  school  days  has  a  great 
influence  on  a  student  is  well  understood.  For  the  information  of  those 
who  wish  to  learn  more  about  Houlton,  the  following  sketch  is  given. 

Houlton  is  a  town  of  about  forty-five  hundred  inhabitants  ;  the 
shire  town  of  Aroostook  County,  "the  garden  of  Maine."  At 
present  it  is  accessible  by  the  New  Brunswick  Railroad  and  a  net- 
work of  stage  lines.  Other  lines  of  railways  are  already  surveyed. 
The  town  grew  into  importance  first  as  a  United  States  military  post 
during  the  settlement  of  the  north-east  boundary  hne  between  this 
government  and  Great  Britain.  Little  remains  now  of  that  time 
except  the  deserted  parade  ground  on  Garrison  Hill,  now  the  site  of 
a  true  north  and  south  line  located  by  the  United  States  engineers, 
but  the  same  conditions  which  made  the  town  useful  as  a  strategic 
point,  still  make  it  the  center  of  all  the  interests  of  this  section. 

This  is  the  cause  of  Houlton's  prosperity.  It  is  the  distributing- 
point  and  market  town  of  an  immense  area.  To  supply  the  trade 
there  has  grown  up  a  class  of  stores  larger  and  better  stocked  than 
are  usually  to  be  found  outside  large  cities. 

With  its  prosperity  the  town  has  become  more  and  more  desirable 
as  a  place  of  residence.  It  supports  eight  churches,  two  banks,  two 
newspapers.  The  streets  are  broad,  well  shaded,  and  bordered  by 
many  pleasant  homes.  Systems  of  water-works,  sewerage,  and  electric 
lighting,  add  to  the  comforts  and  healthfulness  of  the  place.  The 
climate  itself  is  considered  very  healthy.  The  summers  are  delightful. 
In  winter  the  mercury  runs  a  little  lower,  perhaps,  than  in  southern 
Maine,  but  the  extra  dryness  of  the  air  largely  compensates  for  this, 
while  there  is  great  freedom  from  sudden  changes  in  temperature. 

Nor  are  the  material  advantages  the  only  ones.  Outside  of  the 
school  there  are  excellent  opportunities  for  winning  that  religious 
and  social  culture  which,  after  all,  counts  most  in  a  person's  life. 
All  students  will  find  cordial  welcome  and  friendliness  in  the  churches. 

Those  who  wish  to  give  attention  to  the  fine  arts  will  find  skilled 
teachers  of  music  and  painting.  In  short,  any  student  with  an  earnest 
purpose  of  self-improvement  will  find  here  all  conditions  necessary 
for  a  pleasant  home  and  for  mental  and  moral  development. 
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NOTES.  ' 

In  the  summer  of  1887,  while  Wording  Hall  was  in  process  of 
erection,  the  students  attending  the  Institute  prepared  a  galvanized 
iron  box,  about  a  foot  square  and  four  inches  deep,  to  be  deposited 
in  the  wall  of  the  building.  In  this  box  were  placed  copies  of  the 
local  papers,  several  catalogues,  a  brief  history  of  the  school,  and 
numerous  little  trinkets.  The  box  was  then  sealed  air  tight  and  put 
in  between  the  outer  and  inner  wall,  about  a  foot  above  the  first 
floor,  in  the  angle  of  the  tower  nearest  the  western  base  of  the  north 
arch.  Here  it  will  remain  as  long  as  the  building  stands.  When  it 
is  taken  out  it  may  be  that  all  of  those  who  had  a  part  in  placing  it 
there  will  have  been  forgotten.  Should  this  be  the  case,  we  wish  to 
bequeath  these  goods  to  the  finder,  with  the  request  that  they  still 
be  treasured  and  placed  among  the  archives  of  the  institution. 

In  the  endeavor  to  make  an  accurate  list  of  the  Principals  of  this 
institution  and  of  their  term  of  service,  it  was  found  that  the  record 
had  not  been  kept  in  full,  and  our  only  resort  was  to  the  memory  of 
the  citizens.  '  Thanks  are  due  Mr.  Ransom  Norton  for  valuable  aid 
in  searching  for  the  facts,  and  in  making  the  list  so  complete. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  following

Two  prizes  are 
offered  to  the  class  entering  at  that  time;  one  jirize  of  fifty  dollars,  and  a  second  prize  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  for  excellence  in  preparation  for  college. 

The  income  from  nearly  $100,000  of  scholarship  funds  is  annually  distributed  to  the 
students  requiring  pecuniary  aid.  The  college  bills  are:  Tuition,  $45  per  annum;  Room 
Rent,  $12;  Incidentals,  $18.    Excellent  board  may  be  had  from  $2.25  to  $.3.00  per  week. 

The  regular  classical  course  of  New  England  colleges  is  varied,  after  the  second  year, 
by  special  elective  studies.  The  departments  of  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Natural  Science 
are  all  equipped  with  apparatus  and  cabinets. 

The  observatory  is  in  charge  of  a  practical  astronomer.  Regular  training  is  given  in 
the  gymnasium,  which  has  been  recently  supplied  with  over  $1,200  worth  of  the  most 
approved  apparatus.  Additions  are  constantly  being  made  to  the  library,  which  now 
contains  23,000  volumes  and  10,000  pamphlets,  catalogued  and  classified,  so  as  to  be  most 
helpful  to  the  student.

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NOTES. 


In  the  catalogue  of  last  year  we  endeavored  to  give  a  brief  but 
accurate  history  of  this  institution  and  its  alumni,  but  in  spite  of 
much  pains-taking,  a  few  errors  and  omissions  occurred  which  we 
desire  to  correct.  In  the  list  of  Trustees  James  Madigan  should  be 
James  C.  Madigan.  The  period  during  which  Hev.  Isaiah  Record 
served  was  from  1877  to  1883.  Among  the  graduates  we  omitted 
the  name  of  Charles  Carroll,  Esq.,  of  Houlton,  who  graduated  in 
1881.  An  A.  B.  should  have  been  added  to  the  names  of  Charles 
A.  Parker,  a  graduate  of  Brown  University,  and  to  that  of  Frank 
Watson,  a  graduate  of  Colby  University.  Mark  E.  White  was  a 
student  at  the  State  College. 

In  this  issue  of  the  catalogue  we  arc  compelled  to  star  the 
names  of  two  who  have  been  members  of  the  board  of  trustees.. 
Mr.  Joseph  Carr,  who  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of  the 
Houlton  Academy  died  at  his  home  in  Bangor  in  January,  1889» 
and  Dr.  Jotham  Donnell,  who  was  elected  a  trustee  in  1859,  died 
in  Houlton,  Nov.  10,  1889. 

AVe  acknowledge  with  thanks  some  additions  to  our  cabinet 
made  during  the  year.  Mr.  Lyman  B.  Meriitt  has  presented  sev- 
eral specimens  of  minerals  and  fossils  collected  in  Colorado,  and 
Mr.  James  Bradbury  has  given  some  other  specimens.  Mrs. 
Charles  Wording,  of  Belfast,  has  added  a  collection  of  curiosities 
from  foreign  lands.    Such  gifts  are  always  gratefully  received. 
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This  institution  was  established  in  1848,  and  for  nearly  forty 
years  was  known  as  Houlton  Academy.  In  1887  its  name  was 
changed  to  Ricker  Classical  Institute,  in  honor  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Ricker,  D.D.,  a  warm  friend  and  generous  benefactor,  to  whose 
energy  and  means  the  institution  is  largely  indebted  for  its  growth 
and  prosperity.  It  is  located  at  Houlton,  Maine,  a  wide-awake 
New  England  town  of  about  four  thousand  inhabitants,  situated  in 
the  fertile  Aroostook  County  and  accessible  by  the  New  Brunswick 
Railroad.  The  school  buildings  are  in  the  center  of  the  town,  upon 
high  ground,  commanding  a  wide  view  over  a  charming  conntry. 
With  a  permanent  endowment  of  $40,000,  a  corps  of  excellent 
teachers,  four  well  arranged  courses  of  study,  and  finely  equipped 
buildings,  this  school  offers  facilities  for  gaining  an  Academic  edu- 
cation unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  State. 

PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  school  is,  primarily,  to  fit  3'oung  men  and 
women  for  college.  For  this  purpose  it  has  been  endowed  and  its 
instructors  will  use  every  effort  to  persuade  students  to  enter  the 
college  course,  believing  that  there  is  no  better  preparation  for  a  life 
of  usefulness  in  any  calling  than  a  college  training.  But,  while 
emphasizing  the  college  preparatory  department,  the  school  also 
aims  to  meet  the  demands  of  those  who  wish  to  study  English 
branches  or  to  fit  themselves  for  teachers. 

COURSES. 

There  are  four  courses  of  study,  namely,  a  College  Preparatory, 
an  English  and  Scientific,  and  a  Normal  course,  of  three  years  each, 
and  an  Academic  course  of  four  years. 

The  College  Course  includes  not  only  the  Greek,  Latin,  and 
Mathematics  required  for  admission  to  College,  but  also  such  Eng- 
lish branches  as  lie  at  the  foundation  of  correct  writing  and  speak- 
ing. 
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The  English  and  Scientific  Course,  as  its  name  implies,  em- 
braces the  Sciences  and  English  branches,  although,  as  will  be  seen, 
French  or  German  ma}^  be  substituted  for  one  study  during  two 
years. 

The  Normal  Course  is  a  new  feature  introduced  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  Fall  Term.  It  is  supported  by  the  State,  and  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Superintendent.  The  course  is  three 
years  in  length,  including  essentially  the  same  work  as  is  done  in  the 
State  Normal  Schools.  Two  things  are  essential  to  make  successful 
teachers,  first,  accurate  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  to 
be  taught,  and,  second,  skill  to  impart  this  knowledge  to  others, 
hence  the  course  is  made  of  sufficient  length  to  give  a  thorough 
practical  training  to  those  preparing  to  teach  in  public  schools. 

The  Academic  Course  is  designed  more  especially  for  young 
ladies  who  wish  to  study  Latin,  but  do  not  have  a  College  education 
in  view.  It  is  a  year  longer  than  the  others,  and  embraces  a  wide 
range  of  studies.  During  the  last  two  years  French  or  German  may 
be  substituted  for  the  English  branch  designated  in  the  course. 

Connected  with  the  school  is  a  primary  department,  to  which 
a  limited  number  of  scholars  of  the  primary  or  intermediate  grade 
are  admitted.  This  department  also  serves  as  a  model  school,  and 
affords  an  opportunity  for  students  in  the  Normal  Course  to  take 
observation  lessons  and  to  do  practical  work  in  teaching. 

ADMISSION. 

To  enter  any  course,  one  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
upon  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  U.  S.  History,  Elementary 
Physiology,  Reading  and  Spelling.  Students  of  lower  attainments 
may  enter  the  preparatory  year. 

Those  who  are  to  attend  the  school  for  more  than  a  term,  will 
find  it  to  their  profit  to  enter  one  of  the  courses.  The  studies  fol- 
low each  other  in  the  most  natural  order  during  the  year,  and  they 
are  so  arranged  as  to  give  the  greatest  variety  of  mental  discipline 
each  term.  For  those,  however,  who  can  attend  only  at  irregular 
intervals,  arrangements  will  be  made,  so  far  as  expedient,  to  take  any 
study  included  in  the  curriculum.  A  reference  to  the  different 
courses  of  study  will  show  that  a  good  variety  for  choice  is  offered 
each  term. 
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In  order  to  enter  advanced  classes  and  receive  the  diploma  of 
the  school,  students  must  pass  an  examination  upon  the  previous 
work  of  the  course,  or  give  certificates  of  satisfactory  work  done  in 
other  schools  of  equal  grade. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  classes  in  ancient 
and  modern  languages  are  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term 
only.  Those  entering  these  classes  later  must  be  prepared  upon 
the  work  gone  over  by  the  class. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Punctuality  is  one  of  the  prime  requisites  of  success  in  any  un- 
dertaking, and  it  is  assiduously  enforced  in  this  school.  Students 
are  required  to  be  punctual  and  regular  in  their  attendance  upon  all 
school  exercises,  and  satisfactory  excuses  must  be  given  for  each 
absence  or  tardiness. 

PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

All  non-resident  students  are  required  to  attend  some  place  of 
public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  each  student,  or  his  parents,  or  guar- 
dian selecting  any  one  of  the  places  of  worship  in  the  village. 
Excuses  are  required  for  all  failure  to  comply  with  this  rule.  There 
are  brief  religious  exercises  each  morning  at  the  opening  of  the 
school. 

Once  a  week,  at  the  close  of  the  afternoon  session,  a  school 
prayer-meeting  is  held,  to  which  all  are  welcome. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  DEPORTMENT. 

It  is  assumed  that  students  know  what  proper  conduct  is,  and 
upon  this  assumption  the  government  of  the  school  is  based.  In 
any  case  requiring  discipline,  appeal  is  first  made  to  the  manhood  or 
womanhood  of  the  offender,  and  it  can  be  said  with  satisfaction  that 
in  most  cases  severe  steps  are  unnecessary. 

The  sentiment  of  this  school  is  against  anything  low  or 
"tricky,"  and  in  sympathy  with  what  is  honest,  upright,  and  manly. 
While  this  spirit  can  be  fostered,  there  is  but  little  need  of  a  long 
code  of  rules. 

It  is  supposed  that  students  boarding  in  town,  away  from  their 
homes,  are  here  for  the  purpose  of  study,  hence  all  such  are  con- 
sidered to  be  under  the  authority  of  the  Principal  at  all  times,  and 
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will  be  required  to  observe  regular  study  hours  in  their  rooms. 
Frequenting  places  of  questionable  character  is  strictly  forbidden. 

No  student  who  wilfully  and  persistently  disregards  any  of  the 
regulations  of  the  school,  who  Ls  profane  'or  intemperate,  or  whose 
influence  is  otherwise  pernicious,  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
school. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY, 
The  Philomusians,  a  society  organized  by  the  young  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  has  for  its  aim  the  promotion  of  an  interest  in  music, 
literature,  debate,  and  social  culture.  It  meets  in  the  school  room 
once  in  two  weeks,  at  which  time  a  well  arranged  literary  and 
musical  programme  is  carried  out. 

READING  ROOM. 
Through  the  generosity  of  friends  and  by  a  small  contribution 
from  the  students,  a  reading  room  is  well  supplied  with  papers  and 
magazines.    Students  are  encouraged  to  make  use  of  its  advantages, 
and  to  keep  posted  upon  the  history  of  the  day. 

LIBRARY. 

The  library  afi'ords  much  real  aid  to  students.  That  it  may 
become  still  more  so,  contributions  of  books,  and  especially  of 
money  are  earnestly  requested. 

During  the  past  year  a  gift  of  over  one  hundred  valuable  books 
has  been  received  from  Colby  University.  Mrs.  Catherine  L.  Word- 
ing and  Mr.  Lyman  B.  Merritt  have  each  presented  one  volume. 

APPARATUS. 

The  laboratory,  already  well  supplied  with  chemicals  and  ap- 
paratus, receives  additions  each  year.  So  far  as  possible,  classes  in 
Physics  and  Chemistry  perform  experiments  for  themselves,  thus 
acquiring  more  correct  knowledge  of  scientific  principles  and  confi- 
dence in  handling  apparatus. 

BUILDINGS. 

Wording  Hall  is  made  of  brick  and  freestone,  is  modern  in 
architecture,  and  is  furnished  with  the  most  modern  appliances.  It 
is  constructed  upon  hygienic  principles  and  with  reference  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  pupils.  It  contains  twenty  rooms  for 
various  purposes,  and  is  fully  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  school. 
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This  fall  witnesses  the  opening  of  a  finely  equipped  dormitory 
for  the  use  of  teachers  and  pupils.  We  feel  that  the  school  can  now 
recommend  itself  to  the  confidence  of  the  most  thoughtful  parent. 
Whereas  formerly  pupils  have  been  obliged  to  board  among 
strangers,  often  at  so  great  a  distance  from  the  school  that  attend- 
ance was  impossible  on  stormy  days,  and  have  been  so  scattered  that 
the  teachers  could  not  have  so  much  care  for  their  physical  and 
social  comfort  as  they  might  wish,  the  dormitory,  only  a  dozen  rods 
from  the  Institute,  now  offers  pupils  a  convenient  home  and  the 
society  of  their  teachers  and  schoolmates. 

The  dormitory  contains  forty  rooms,  including  those  occupied 
by  the  Principal  and  other  teachers,  a  kitchen,  dining  room,  stu- 
dents' parlor,  and  twenty  rooms  for  students'  private  use.  There 
are  three  bath  rooms  ahvays  heated,  and  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
water.  The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam.  Every  room 
in  the  building  is  light,  airy,  and  sunny,  and  in  every  respect  con- 
venient and  pleasant.  No  effort  will  be  spared  by  teachers  and 
matron  to  promote  the  comfort  and  health  of  those  who  come  un- 
der their  charge. 

PUBLIC  EXHIBITIONS. 

There  will  be  public  exercises  of  the  school  in  reading,  declama- 
tion, and  music,  on  the  last  Friday  evening  of  the  Fall  and  Spring 
Terms.  The  graduating  exercises  will  occur  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  the  Summer  Term,  when  original  addresses  will  be  required  from 
all  students  receiving  a  diploma. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  public  examinations  (written  and  oral),  in  the 
presence  of  the  Examining  Committee,  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  and 
Spring  Terms,  examinations  by  the  Local  Examining  Committe  at 
the  close  of  Winter  and  Summer  Terms,  and  a  special  examination 
of  the  graduating  class  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  Term.  No  stu- 
dent will  be  excused  from  these  examinations  except  for  the  best 
reasons,  and  all  thus  excused  will  be  required  to  pass  examinations 
before  continuing  in  the  course  of  study,  or  receiving  the  diploma 
of  the  school.  All  students  will  be  required  to  make  up  and  pass 
examinations  upon  lessons  not  recited  by  reason  of  absence.  The 
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standing  of  each  student  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  at  the 
close  of  the  term. 

GRADUATION. 

Young  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  completed  any  course 
and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same  will  re- 
ceive the  diploma  of  the  Institute,  certifying  to  that  fact.  In  case 
the  student's  deportment  has  not  been  good,  or  an  average  rank  in 
scholarship  of  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  has  not  been  attained,  the 
diploma  will  not  be  conferred. 

ADMISSION  TO  COLBY  UNIVERSITY. 

Graduates  from  the  College  Course  will  be  admitted  to  Colby 
University  without  further  examination,  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Principal  that  they  have  completed  the  course  and  have  maintained 
an  average  scholarship  of  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  in  each  study, 
provided  that  the  said  certificate  shall  be  granted  with  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  College,  a  committee  of  whom  shall  attend 
the  examinations  of  the  Institute.

No  tuition  is  received  for  a  less  period  than  half  a  term.  At- 
tendance during  any  part  of  the  first  or  second  half  term  will  credit 
for  the  full  half  except  in  case  of  sickness.  The  tuition  is  payable 
in  advance  at  the  beginning  and  middle  of  each  term.  Each  student 
is  required  to  pay  10  cents  per  term  to  defray  incidental  expenses. 

Board  at  the  Dormitory  is  supplied  for  $2.00  per  week. 
Rooms,  warmed  and  furnished,  are  rented  at  prices  varying  from 
.75  to  $1.25  per  week  according^to  location.  All  of  the  rooms  will 
accommodate  two  persons,  and  a  few  will  accommodate  four.  The 
expense  will  be  lessened  when  two  or  more  students  room  together. 
Students  will  furnish  their  own  towels,  napkins,  and  bedding, 
except  pillows  and  mattress. 
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SCHOLARSHIP.
